Call For Leadership 


Says Farming Industry 14 Suffering 
From Lack Of Foresight 


A call for leadership to show Cana- 
dian agriculture the way out of. its 
present ‘‘crisis'’ was voiced by Dr. 
W. H. Brittain, dean of agriculture 
at Macdonald College, Ste. Anme de 
Que.,.in an address to a 
banquet of the Eastern Agricultural 
Conference.

For the last 10 years, Dr. Brittain 
said, agriculture in the Dominion has 
been in a condition of distress. The 
industry was suffering from ‘the 
haphazard nature of our develop- 
ment and from our lack of foresight 


needed is one

and courage in dealing with basic 
problems." 
A fundamental problem growing 


out of this situation was that of the 
“marginal farmers.'’ ‘In some parts 
of the country,” he said. “We are 
manufacturing poor whites, through 
our neglect, our ineptitude, and our 
indifference to the human factor, an 
essential element in any satisfactory 
and permanent solution of our prob- 
lem.” 


Dr. Brittain said Europeans who 
attended the international economic 
conference at Ste. Anne de Bellevue’ 
last summer had been “appalled at 
the waste they saw in this country.” 
They considered any people who 


would tolerate such conditions were 
“not worthy of the heritage we pos- 
sess, and some of them seemed to 
doubt the moral right of any people 
to hold for themselves vast and rich 
territories in a state of such incom- 
plete development.”

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The World of Wheat

A member of the Government re- 
cently announced that the Dominion 
Treasury had expended, on assist- 
ance for the West during the past 
eight years, the sum of 118 million 
dollars. 

Some of our good friends in the 
East have suggested that this is a 
very handsome contribution, and that 
Western farmers, therefore, should 
be more modest in their demands for 
further assistance. 

We all agree that 118 million dol- 
lars is a lot of money; but there is 
something else to be remembered too, 
which is that even during these dis- 
-tressful eight years, the West con- 
tributed a much larger sum of money 
than 118 million to Eastern Canada. 

Professor Viner, a recognized world 
authority, stated to the Rowell Com- 
mission recently that' he calculated 
the Prairie ‘Provinces! contributed in 
normal years approximately 47 mil- 
lion dollars each year to the East, in 
the form of the higher costs farmers 
had to pay for the things they 
bought; these higher costs being the 
result of the high tariff protection 
enjoyed by Eastern manufacturing 
industries. 

Far, then, from the West having 
been an expense to the East, actually 
even during those last eight years of 
great distress and need, prairie farm- 
ers still paid to the East, as a bonus, 
considerably more than they received ; 
from the Dominion.

There never has been an’ outbreak 
of the dreaded foot and mouth dis- 
ease of cattle in Canada.

Animals Service of the - Dominion 
Department of Agriculture at all 
seaports and international boundary 
points in Canada. Experience has 
made officials of this Service sus- 
picious of every conceivable thing 
that has had the slightest contact 
with a farm in the country where it, 
is known there may be either an odd 
case of the disease or a severe epi- | 
zoutic (epidemic of animal disease). | 
As soon as a ship arrives at any! 
port of Canada from another coun- 
try, the cargo manifests are very) 
carefully checked by inspectors of 
the Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture, and everything that is fear. | 
ed may be a carrier of disease must} 
be accompanied by the required cer- | 


tificates or removed from Canada. 
In some cases, fumigation is per-| 
mitted. “| 

Old or secondhand bags are abso- 
lutely prohibited entry to Canada if! 
they originate in a country in which 
foot and mouth = disease exists. 
Second-hand bags from countries 
free from the disease must be ac- 
companied by an affidavit stating 
they originated in, and have not been 
outside, the country of origin. No 


chance is taken because the threat 
to the industry of agriculture, by

measures apply to all freight likely 
to be a carrier of infection, imported 
from the United States. Almost 
every day, several carloads of raw 
cotton come into Canada from the 
Southern States, and, while most of 
the bales are’ enclosed in gunny sack- 


ing, which is not a suspected ma- 
terial, every car is unloaded at 
specified. points where there are

“that there are no old bags or bag-

where foot and mouth disease is 
common. If so, the whole must be 
fumigated and the car in which it 
came must be disinfected. . 

But the activities in connection 
with preventing the entry of foot 
and mouth or any other disease into 
Canada is only one part of the work 
of the Health of Animals Service. 
There are also the measures for the 
control of Bang's disease, and the 
suspicion of such diseases as hog 
cholera, glanders, mange and rabies 
demand and receive prompt investiga- 
tion and action. Further, there is

culosis. About one-third of all cat- 
tle in Canada have been tested with 
tuberculin, and animals found affect- 
ed have been slaughtered.
